Stocks of flour are decjared to have run | 
co low that in many places bakers found | 
it impossible to make bread, even with 
the lesser quantity prescribed by the de- 
cree. 

The supplies of bread made were specd- 
ily sold out, especially in the suburbs, and 
late customers, unable to obtain their 
pertions, are said to have stormed the 
bakeshops in several districts. 

The authorities are reported to have 
endeavored to calm the people by declar- 
ing that the bread shortage was only tem- 
porary. 

Bread and flour tickets will be issued tp» 
Vienna and in all towns in Austria with 
a population of over 56,000 beginning 
April 4. 

It is stated that the reprisals under- 
taken by Great Britain and France 
against Austria and Germany have beea 
reflected by a 20 per cent rise in the price 
of coffee, the stocks of which is reported 
to be short.

Typhus, the most deadly of these ail- 
ready has caused the death of sixty ou:

The foreign Red Cross units have suf- 
fered great losses. Two American and 
one British units have been compelled 
to suspend their regular work because 
of typhus. Nine American nurses ani 
two physicians have contracted the dis- 
ease. 


Visit Three Big Cities. 
The commissioners went first to Nish, 
then proceeded to Belgrade, and left the 
country by way of Uskub, thus visiting 
the three largest cities. 
During their tour they learned that 
typhus, typhoid fever, cholera, smail- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, and re- 
current fever are all existing in mere 
or k@e epidemic form. The largest 
number of cases is of recurrent fever, but 
this disease is seldom fatal. Typhus 
is particularly deadly. Smallpox and 
diphtheria are diminishing. 
The Serbians assert, that typhus was 
introduced by Austrian prisoners of war 
who were permitted to wander over the 
country and infected the population by 
spreading vermin which conveys the 
germs of the disease. 
No figures are available on the num- 
ber of cases, but the commissioners 1c- 
lieve that the mortality is so heavy that 
it should bring the situation within thcir 
purview. 


Plague Experts Are Needed. 
Physicians and sanitary experts are 
needed, but unless they are fully equipped 
with medicine and also with furnisrings 
for their living quarters, it would be un- 
wise for them to go to Serbia, since they 
probably would fall victims to the 4is- 
ease. 
Mr. James said that the situation could 
be dealt with effectively only by a jo:nt 
organization of medical units operatirz 
under a system whereby strict sanitary 
control could be enforced. Some plan 
must also be devised for placing Aus- 
trian prisoners in camps.

Russia May Help This Country

respondence with both Japan and China 
on the questions of interest to the Ameri- 
can government raised by Japan's de- 
mands upon the republic. 

It also transpired that the cultivation 
of more friendly relations with Russia, 
which has been disclosed as one of the 
obects of the administration, is not en- 
tirely due to commercial motives. A bet- 
ead understanding with Russia, it is con- 
ceived, may be of great value to the 
United States in opposing the designs of 


Japan on China. 

Steps Taken by America. 

The steps that have been taken so far 
in relation to the Japanese demands upon 
China are: 

In accordance with thé Root-Taka- 
hira agreement, the state department 
has inquired of Japan whether the 
proposals she has made to China im- 
pair in any respect the preservation of 
the ‘open door’’ commercial policy 
or the sovereignty of China. 

_ Acommunication has been addressed 
to the Chinese republic inquiring 
whether the Japanese Sroposals con- 
flict In any degree with the provisions 
of treaties between the United States 
and China guaranteeing commercial 
rights to Americans. 

Aliens Given Full Rights. 
The treaty of 1903 between the United 
States and China, which is still in force, 
provides that foreign capital! shall be en- 
couraged to embark !n mining ventures 
in China and that China shall promu!- 
gate new mining regulations giving for- 
eign capitalists the same advantages en- 
joyed in other countries. 

The details of the concessions in regard 
to mining rights asked by Japan have not 
been furnished to the United States. Con- 
sequently the state department deemed 
itself justified in inquiring of China 
whether the mining opportunities guar- 
anteed to Americans under the treaty of 
1903 would be interfered with by acquies- 
cence in the Japanese demand.

‘‘ system ”’ are the plans and precautions 
taken against the famine war which Eng- 
land is waging, and this not in foodstuffs 
alone but in minerals and metals and oils 
and meterials for explosives and ammu- 
nition. 


Gets Details of mucuiieaatii: 

Thanks to an old friend in Hamburg 
who is a director of one of the new lim- 
ited companies which the government is 
forming to look after shortages in dif- 
ferent lines of industry, I was able ‘to 
get the most intimate detaéls of this work 
of conservation. 

Whenever an article appears to be get- 
ting scarce, or when the government 
thinks there is danger of it in the future, 
or if there is only a vague chance that 
later on in the war thene may be pressing 
need for this particular thing, they form 
a new company to look after the inter- 
ests of the article. 

There are five members of this com- 
pany; four are heads of the leading firms 
in Germany dealing with the particular 
article and the fifth is always the 
Deutsche bank, which furnishes the capi- 
tal and keeps the accounts. This 
company either confiscates through the 
government or buys up all goods of small- 
er firms and sells again at a fixed price. 
Such profits as there is is turned over to 
a charity, either Red Cross or War Aid 
society. 

Smal] Merchant Well Paid. 

Wool, iron, lubricating oil, wheat, cop- 
per, aluminum, tin, oats, and many sirb- 
flar articles are cared for in this men- 
_ The price that is paid the smal! mer- 

t is fair, often high. The goods are 
then stored and zold to the people in due 
proportions, according to wants. In this 
way the rich may not buy and hoard tons 
of grains while the poor are deprived. 

The members of the company confer 
with the ministry of war every week, re- 
port on their sales, and in cases where 
substitutes are needed, for instance, lu- 
bricating ofl is perhaps one of the shortest 
articles, and a substitute must be in- 
vented—they report on the discoveries of 
their chemists. 


‘Company Names Disguised, 
The companies are invariably called by 
some other name than their real one in 
order to hide from England the materials 
in which Germany is shortest. There is 
a common opinion that gasoline is very 
scarce in Germany, but this is absolutely 
not 80. 
The government has confiscated the 
gasoline, as it has many other articles, 
but it is for sale to those who wish to 
buy. The price, however, is high and the 
majority of those still possessing their 
own cars prefer to burn benzol, which 
was in use long before the war, and isa 
mixture much cheaper than gasoline. 
This man of whom I spoke has_in his 
warehouses over. y 4,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline, which he is obliged to 
store for the government at his own ex- 
pense until such time @& they want it. If 
they want it during the war, well and 
good; he gets a good price for it, but if 
they don’t need it he has the expense.of 
storing and also of leakage and a poor 
price when the bottom has dropped out 
of the market. 


No Shortage in Copper. 

People are always talking about the 
shortage of copper, saying that that will 
cut off the making of ammunitions. An 
official in Bertin told me that if the gov- 
ernment was reduced to a last extremity 
it could get enough copper off the houses 
in Sguth Germany to ‘last indefinitely. 
Every second house is roofed with it, and 


ernment Crushed. 


Fl Paso, Tex., March 18.—Details of the, 
defeat of the Yucatan state insurgents, 
who recently attempted to set up an inde- 
pendent government, were received today 
in advices to the Carranza agency here. 
The place of the battle was not stated, 
‘put the following details were given: 

“ The traitors of Yucatan suffered a de- 
feat by Gen. Alvaredo, a former Car- 
ranza commander of Sonora state. One 
thousand men were lost by the enemy. 
Six hundred prisoners were captured. We 
also captured five machine guns and 20,000 
cartridges.” 

Battle Pending Near Tampico. 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.J—One of the important battles that 
has been staged in Mexico since the break 
between Carranza and Villa is about to 
take place near Tampico. 

If Carranza should lose control of Tam- 
pico. which yields him comparatively | 
large revenues, the first chief would find 
himself in a bad way for funds. 

According to advices received here, the 
Villaistas, headed by the general him- 
self, have reached Coso, which is about 
thirty miles northwest of Tampico. Villa 
is said to have a force of 28,000 men at his 
heels. Just how many troops Carranza 
will have to oppose this force is a matter 
of conjecture.

M’MANUS’ SISTERS DOUBT 
U. S. WILL FORCE INDEMNITY. 
Declare Murderers of Former Chica- 


goan Probably Will Go Unpun- 
ished, as in Other Mexico Crimes. 


That adequate reparation for the mur- 
der of John B. McManus, the former Chi- 
eagoan, killed on his ranch outside of 
Mexico City, would not be exacted by the 
United States government, was the belief 
expressed yesterday by his two sisters 
living in Chicago. They have taken the 
matter up with a number of Chicago ton- 
gressmen. 

“T doubt ifa proper indemnity will ever 
be paid to Mrs. McManus,” said Miss 
Elizabeth McManus of 4950 Prairie ave- 
nue, who visited THE TRIBUNE office with 
her sister, Mrs. Mary Dorgan. .“ And it 
seems as if the matter of bringing the 
murderers to justice would also be al- 
lowed to lapse, as in other cases. Out-

COUNTY REGIMES PAY WELL. 


Government in Ohio Raises and 
Spends More than in Any Other 
State—Illinois Is Second. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]—More money is raised and spent by 
the county government in Ohio than in 
any other state in the union, according to 
a bulletin issued by the census bureau. 

Ilinois ranks second, with total county 
receipts of $75,198,000 and expenditures 
of $74,951,000 in 1913. ea 

County governmenhts in Michigan and 
thirty other states expend more money 
than they raise. In Illincis, Iowa, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin, and thirteen other states 
the county governments live within their 
means.

Strict Rules on Bread. 

‘There are strict and unyielding rules 

about the ingredients of bread. Only a 
cértain amount of white flour may be 
used. Bread’ can be baked only once a’ 
day, and none may be baked at home. 
Each citizen is obliged to send in word 
to the police of the amount of flour he 
has on hand; of many other things, too, 
such as petroleum, oats, etc., and !f he 
has more than !s allowed the government 
buys it from him. 
‘It is forbidden to sell yeast any more 
to private individuals. I remember one 
night in Frankfurt I was dining with 
friends and the hostess looked suspicious- 
ly at her bread and called the maid. As 
s00n as the girl came into the room she 
knew what the trouble was, and began 
hurriedly, almost crying, ‘I'm pretty 
sure I know where I can get some more. 
I forgot te pour any water on it, and it 
dried up.’ 

I couldn't imagine what they were ta!k- 
‘ng about unti} my friend explained to me 
that by dint of much exertion they had 
managed to get a little yeast, which It was 
Nina's duty to tend carefully cach day, so 
that it kept on making more. Instead of 
that she had let it dry up and had been 
obliged to make her bread without yeast. 


Bread Cards Are Used. 
. Beginning Feb, 22, every person eating 
bread or buying bread anywhere in Ger- 
many was obliged to preeent a little bread 
card. Each week it is a different color, 
so that if you do not eat all that lawfully 
belongs to you one week you can get it 
later on and so make a free gift to the 
state of it. 
In hotels the cards are tesued to the 
guests every day, and. most surely and 
seriously if you forget your bread card 
you won't get a bite of even potato bread. 
Eight million of these cards had been 
issued for the first week in Berlin. 
But, as I said, in spite of all these pre- 
cautions, you cannot feel that they are 
necessary, except for the future. Prices 
have gone up only a very little in butter, 
tea, green vegetables which formerly 
came from Belgium, and pork since I kept 
houre there three years ago. Maximum 
prices have been fixed on everything, and 
nothing is 7 costly, even for the poor. 


; Seem to Be No Poor. 

Only, there does not seem to be*any 
poor as there are here in Paris. The gov- 
ernment has arranged excellently for the 
cate of the wives and widows of its 
soldiers, even as it has for the care and 
amusement of the soldiers themselves. 
They are allowed free entrance into many 
theaters; they ride free on trains and 
cars—the first and second class accom- 
modations are caved for them when they 
are convalescent wounded. Their every 
need is met In the trenches. The commis- 
sariat is good, ‘ind the clothing is good. 

I asked man after man who had come 
back from Belgium or Poland about the 
number of cases of frozen feeit—they are 
86 common here im France. But there are 
very few in Germany, owing to the good 


thing necessary for warmth and health. 
Ljuxury has progressed so far that there 
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is now a system of, circulating l!praries 
between the large cities and the trenches. 


Refugees Transported Free. 
I spoke a moment ago about the soldiers 
being allowed to ride free ontraine. This 


also applies to refugees from East Prus- 


sia, both those leaving their homes and: 
those anxious to go back. Fifty per cent 
discount is allowed to all persons going 
to visit their wounded friends or rela- 
tions, for all members of patri socie- 
ties, and for soldiers traveling to rest 


places for a period of convalescence be- 


fore going back to the front. 


opposed to Paris and London, where so 
many busses have been sent to the front. 
Building of private houses and public 
bulldings goes on as ever. 

In Frankfort two large banks have been 
finished since the war began—“ to put the 
French milliiard into,” they tell you, 
laughing. 

In Hamburg merchant ships begun be- 
fore the war have been finished, and 
everywhere throughout Germany fac- 
tories work day and night for the manu- 
facture of ammunition, for parts of new 
submarines, for the making of cloth for 
the soldiers’ uniforms, for the redyeing 


and reweaving of wool. 


Have Bundle Days. 

Here is another sign of their system. 
They have a “ wool day” ora “ copper’ 
day. The papers announce in advance 
that wagons will call at every house in 
the entire city and that the housewife 
shall make a bundle of all she can spare 
of the particular article vo is to 
collected. 

Thousands of pounds of deat have aon 
collected in this way. And since Ger- 
many alone has the secret of repicking 
and redyeing wool, she has made the most 
of it in making over the gifte that come 
to her through these collection days. 

The hospitals and the sanitary service 
are as near perfection as humans cap 
achieve. They are rapid, scientific, effi- 
cient. Germany does not believe in doing 
the way France and England are doing, 
accepting any one who offers his or her 
services. They require an an examination 
and a certificate, and three months’ train- 
ing is required to do the actual nursiag. 

I talked to an American doctor in 
Frankfort who had been helping when- 
ever he got the chance—uniike France, 
they have practically no vacancies for 
stranger volunteers. He said he had 
never seen such wonderful operating in 
his life, nor such painstaking care as is 
given the difficult cases. 

* * You would think,” he said, “ that each 
patient had a million dollars and was 
treated accordingly. 

**T have seen Frenchmen and Germans 
and Russians on the table under the 
nurses’ care, and I know—you could feol 
an unprofessional man, but you can't fool 
ea. doctor—I know thet not the slightest 
distinction Is made in the treatment.” 


Collect Much for Red Cross. 

There is nothing that has been more 
profitably systematized than the Red 
Cross giving. I have never seen 80 Many 
utensils, so cunningly, so divertingly 
strewn-over the streets, in the restav- 
rants, in the railroad stations, as are the 
little boxes for the Red Cross: ! 

They appear under every guise. A man 
goes to take a match from the table—the 
box also has a slit foracoin. The bottle 
on your table at the cafe looks like cham- 
pagne, but isn't, as you soon see from the 
label begging you to give to the Red 
Cross. 

You are never safe from pretty girls 
who have pictures of the royal family or 
little knots of ribbon to sell you. They 
pursue you into concerts and follow you 
into restaurants. They line the streets 
and stand in the entrance of al! the shops. 
You soon run out of all your small change, 
and as their rule is never to give any 
change, you are soon reduced to looking 
at the opposite wall or giving them 56 


marks. 


System a Well Oiled Machine. 

These are superficial signs of German 
system. I feel as if the description want- 
ed humanizing—as if it were a dry, unin- 
teresting account. But after all, it is a 
description of a machine—perfectly oiled, 
running smoothly, doing the work re- 
quired of it—and there isn’t much that is 
personal about a machine. 

But if it doesn’t break down, if it can 
continue this night and day work to the

Madison, Wis., March 18.—[Special. ]— 
With the assurance that thousands of 
Wisconsin traveling men will see that it is 
not left a dead letter, the senate passed 
@ broad termed anti-tipping statute to- 
day. The bill was sponsored by Senator 
Otto Bosshard of La Crosse, and as 
amended by Senator Bennett applies to 
hotels, restaurants, barber shops, and 
railroad trains, and fixes a penalty of from 
$10 to $25. not only upon the person ac- 
cepting a tip but on the employer who 
knowingly allows the practice in his place 
of business. The bill passed, 27 to 4. 

Senator Bosshard said a certain Chicago 
restaurant sells its tipping privilege to 
the head waiter for $7,500 a year. He said 
Wisconsin traveling men pay out over 
$1,000,000 annually in tips.

14 PROFESSORS 
STRIKE IN UTAH 


Quit State University Be- 
cause of Treatment Ac- 
corded 5 Colleagues. — 


Salt Lake City, Utah, March 18.—Four- 
teen state university professors resigned 
today as a result of the attitude ex- 
pressed by the board of regents in a pub- 
lic statement regarding the recent dis- 
missal by the president of the institution 
of four professors and demotion of the 
head of the English department. 

Several have been with the university 
many years. Their action is a direct re- 
sult of the attitude of the regents in up- 
bolding President J. T. Kingsbury and 
in declining to make an investigation of 
the facts in connection with the presi- 
dent's action. 


All Five Non-Mormons. 

Feeling in the state has been strong 
since the announcement of the dfsmissals 
was made. The fact that all the five men 
affected are non-Mormons led to a discus- 
sion as to whether religious or political 
considerations entered into the situation. 
It was denied by some of the regents that 
any such reasons were involved. Their 
statement today was authorized at a 
meeting of twelve of the fourteen regents, 
four of whom voted against the adoption 
of the statement, which had been pre- 
pared in advance of the meeting. 

The statement of the regents commends 
President Kingsbury and sets out that 
two of the dismissed professors had crit!- 
cized the administration of the university 
and had spoken disparagingly of the 
chairman of the board of regents, and 
that the positions of two others had been 
abolished. 


Decline to Appear. 

The dismissed professors declined to ap- 
pear before the regents until assured that 
evidence would be received as to the jus- 
tice of the accusations made against 
them. 

Almost all of those who tendered their 
resignations today indicate dissatisfac- 
tion with the present policies of the uni- 
versity. ; 

The best known of the men who re- 
signed is Prof. Byron Cummings, dean of 
arts and sciences. He has been with the 
university more than twenty-one years.

Real Assets Only Few Thousand. 

“The real assets turned over in this 
transaction only amounted to a few thou- 
sani dollars: The effect of this sale was 
that the consumers of gas in Chicago have 
since been compelled to allow to the gas 
company each year a profit upon these 
fictitious millions, as under the law the 
gas company is entitled to a reasonable 
profit upon its legitimate investment be- 
fore the price of gas can be reduced. 

**In July, 1911, an ordinance was passed 
fixing the price of gas for five years as 
follows: Seventy-five cents for the first 
_year, 70 cents for the next two years, and 
68 cents for the last two years. The gas 
company immediately started litigation 
to enjoin enforcement of this ordinance 
and the city also brought suit to enjoin the 
gas company from charging more than 
the amount specified in the ordinance.

BRYAN ON LIQUOR. 

Mr. Bryan's attack upon the demon rum and 
the consequent signing up of 12,000 abstainers who 
had yielded to the bouncing eloquence of the Rev. 
Mr. Sunday and the less acrobatic endeavors of 
our secretary of state did not expose the latter in 
any new condition, although it got his anti-liquor 
views more publicity than they have had since 
diplomacy in Washington first sat down to grape 
juice.

no novelty. He is wise in putting forth the idea | 


that men do not need legislation to quit drinking. 
Until such time as may come when the law en- 
deavors to make all citizens abstainers there will 
remain the element of volition, and Mr. Bryan be- 
lieves in hammering away on the idea that one good 
way to reduce the consumption of liquor is to per- 


suade people to abstain. 
There is no argument about the efficacy of such 


a method. The question of whether prohibition

prohibits is out of tt. Abstinence does “ prohibit,” 
and Mr. Bryan, however convenient-politically it 
may be for him not to insist upon federal legisla- 
tion against liquor, is following a good precept of 
Jemocracy when he seeks to develop the indjvid- 
ual’s inclination to make a choice for himself. 

Lloyd-George recently said in London about

feloniously, maliciously, forcibly, violently, may or 
may not be descriptive; to insist on using them and 
on using no other words is childish. : 

The bill also provides reversals of verdicts for 
slight and material “variance” between’ allega- 
tion and proof, or for trivial defects or omissions 
in indictments. . 

There is not a provision or clause in the bill 
which would deprive an actused person of the 
faintest degree of rightful protection. It merely 
aime at protecting the rest of society, at injecting 
a little common sense into the administration of the 
criminal law. Two.committees of the City club 
have indorsed the measure and will back it at 
Springfield. The state and local bar associations, 
nnd the judges in their individual capacities, ought 
to codperate with the club in pushing this bill.

SOME BREAD COMPARISONS, 
; {From the Wall Street Journal.) 
With wheat in England selling at 61 shillings a 


quarter, which is about equivalent to $1.90 a 
bushel, the price of the quartern loaf, in some 
cities, has been advanced to 8 pence. At the out- 
break of war the price was o% pee, a consider- 
able advance of itself on the price of a few years, 
ago, and one due to the world-wide increase in 


the cost of living. \ ; 

For many years the law that a pound of bread 
should weigh sixteen ounces has been enforced in 
Great Britain, It is, of course, impossible for 
bakers to guarantee that the half quartern loaf 
shall weigh exactly two pounds. But when that 
loaf is bought over the counter, he must weigh it 
for a customer, and must add a piece of bread 
equivalent to any shortage. The law against 
adulteration is strictly enforeed, and the quality 
upon the whole is better than that in New York, 
which is already suffering from adulteration by 
the addition of plaster of paris. 
| Taking the quartern loaf, four weighed pounds 
of sixteen ounces each, bread in New York is sell- 
ing at twice the price of bread in London. Here, 
a loaf which may or may not weigh twelve 
ounces, and will certainly not weigh more, is sold 
by some bakers at 6 cents <As the half quartern 
ioaf in London weighs thirty-two real ounces, and 
sells for 8 cents, or less, it will be seen that our 
price is exactly double, while Great Britain is at 
war and we are not, | 

It will be seen aiso from the price of imported 
wheat quoted above that the advantage is all in 
our favor, The British baker, in fact, has to add 
the ocean freight before the four is even ground 
Why the difference? Doubtless labor is cheaper 
abroad. But with modern mechanical methods of 
mixing dough, the labor cost does not account for 
the discrepancy, especially when it is remembered 
that the large bakers here have the latest and 
best machinery, and are probably better off in 
this respect than the conservative Britisher. | 

Here age some simple facts that anybody can 
understand. When the attempt is made to blame: 
the high cost of bread in our great cities on the 
railroads, or the wheat speculators, or even the 
farmer, attention may properly be given to condi- 
tions much more local. There is plenty of wheat | 
speculation in Liverpool. But the price of wheat 
to the consumer in the form of bread ts not af. 
fected there in anything like the astonishing de- 
gree experienced here. | ?

IRDS are playing an important 
role in the present war as mem- 
bers of the intelligence depart- 
ment. It seems that they are ex- 
traordinarily sensitive to sound.

The result is that large numbers of spe- 
cially tmained parrots are kept on the 
Eiffel tower and at other lofty points of 
vantage used by the French and Fnclish 
for purposes of observation. Parrots clso 
are employed extensively in the French 
and English trenches to herald the ap- 
proach of aeroplanes in the air, or of 
stealthy advances afoot by infantry, and 
the vicinity of underground burrowing 
by the enemy. They have done most effi- 
cient service in this connection, and for 
the first time have figured on the roster 
of a European army.

In the same way sea gulls have saved 
many an English war ship, great and 
small, from ettacks by submarines in the 
North sea. Sea gulls follow every war 
ship, with the object of picking up food.

fama Goldman’s Followers 
Plan to Oust Anthony as 


New York, March 18.—{Special.}—The 
anarchists of New York have decided to 
¢eclare war on Anthony Comstock, the 
guper-moralist. The secret slipped out 
tonight at a meeting held by various 
groups of anarchists at the Harlem Ca. 
sino in commemoration of the forty- 


fourth anniversary of the Paris com- | 


mune. 

Ben L. Reitman, an associate of Emma 
Goldman, Alexander Berkman, Harry 
Kelly, Carlo Tresca, and other leaders 
of the groups, was sure he discovered an 
agent of Mr. Comstock in the meeting 
tonight. The doctor was so gravely con- 
cerned about the matter that he made up 
tis mind to announce to the world that 
the anarchists were going after Mr. Com- 
gtock’s job. 


Will Distribute Literature. 

“We have taken up,” Reitman said, “an 
{important movement. It is to limit the 
production of humanity. Now it is for- 
pidden for Miss Goldman and the rest of 
us to distribute our pamphlets and circu- 
lats advocating a women’s strike, so we 
have made arangements to have at least 
fifty women of recognized position and re- 
apectability walk down Fifth avenue and 
distribute literature on the subject. 

“If Mr. Comstock arrests the.women 
there will be a stir that will shake tne 
city. People have been afraid of hiin— 
thousands of people who are weary of his 
intrusions—and it is left to the people of 
real courage, the anarchists, to male a 
winning fight against this person who iocs 
go much to take the joy out of living.’”’ 

Reitman said that arrangements had 
not been made in detail for the anti-Com- 
stock campaign, but that the women's 
demonstration in Fifth avenue was likely 
to take place within a week or ten days. 


Less than 250 Appear. 

Tonight's commemoration meeting was 
extramely tame. Upward of 1,000 persons 
were expected to attend to listen to fiery 
speeches on the commune, but less than 
20 appeared. Four plain clothes men 
scattered through the audienee for the 
purpose of nipping any unlawful acts or 
utterances yawned and dosed for four 
hours. 

Emma Goldman presided and bemoaned 
the fact that the attendance was so scant. 
She attributed the small crowd to the dis- 
heartening effect of the war. 

“Now don’t forget the Comstock cam- 
ptign,” Reitman said as the reporters 
edged toward the elevator, ‘‘and don't 
forget that dear Emma delivers a lecture 
on the night of March 28 at the Harlem 
Masonic temple on‘ Why the Poor Should 
Not Have So Many Children.’

GWEN FULL 0. K. 
IN NEW RATING 


All of the High Divisions Ar 
Placed on Accredited List 
by Association 


Chicago High schools were given @ 
“clean bill of health ’’ by the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools when its board of inspectors, 
méeting at the Hotel La Salle last night, 
made public its list of institutions accred- 
ited with complying with the require- 

ts of the association. 

The list includes every high school in 
the city. .On several occasions in former 
years the association has caused wide- 
spread comment and aroused the local 
school authorities by withholding its ap- 
proval from one or two of the high schools 
for reasons which were not made public. 

In addition to the high schools six pri- 
vate schools are accredited, making a 
total of twenty-eight approved institu- 
tions, the largest number for any one. 
city In‘ the sixteen states covered by the 


association. 
Some ieidibesente Not Met. 
The requirements of the association 
which, it has declared in past years, have 
not always been met by the Chicago 


gchools, are contained chiefly in these 


paragraphs of its list: 
“The location and construction of the 


buildings, the lighting, heating, and venti- 
lation of the rooms, and methods of clean- 
ing ehall be such as to insure hygienic 
conditions for both teachers and pupils. 

**No school whose records show an ex- 
cessive number of pupils per teacher 
shall be accredited. The association 
recommends twenty-five as a maximum.”

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SAYS FIREMEN OPPOSE 
DOUBLE PLATOON SYSTEM. 


Chief John C. McDonnell Tells Real- 
ty Men Majority of Fire Fighters 
Object to It. 


The double Aghia system in. the fire 
department is opposed by a majority of 
the fire fighters. according to statements 
made by John €. McDonnell, chief of the 
fire prevention bureau, before the Chi- 
cago real estate board yesterday. 

“ The rank and file of the fire depart- 
ment are satisfied with present condi- 
tions,"’ said Chief McDonnell. “ The 
double platoon system would not better 
the working' conditions of the men. It 
would, moreover, place the fire depart- 
ment under the dictation of the labor 
unions, for a victory in the double platoon 
proposition would mean a stepping stone 
for other regulations.” 

Chief McDonnell said ‘the unionizing of 
the fire department would bring many 
dangers. He pointed to the possibility of 
“calling a strike’ among the city fire- 
men against the buildings of corporations 
or individuals on the “ unfair "’ list.

Kansas City will retain its franchise 
in the Federal league for the season of 
1915. Backers of the Kawfeds, after re- 
fusing any offer of @ financial compro- 
mise, returned to their homes on Wednes- 
day night to plan for the opening of the 
season.

Pansy Culture. 


UR English and Scotch cousins 
know all about pansy culture. 
Their plants grow in neat little 
bunches, with a pansy on every 
tip.

erty adjacent to the park. 

“Tn the first place,” he said, “ it Is es- 
tablishing a precedent that is danger- 
ous. That alone ought to be enough to 
prevent the erection of the armory. Lin- 
coln park is the most congested park in 

‘ the city. 
Sees Danger to Pedestrians. 

“My friend, Cy De Vry, tells me that 
some days there are as many as 175.000 
visitors in the park. You'll get a lot of 
fellows enlisting over there who have 
never been on a horse. They’re going to 
run over some one. . The proposed site 
is near the zoo, where the crowds are 
the greatest. 

“ Montgomery Ward told me in Califor- 
nla some time before he died that he 
spent $150,000 trying to keep buildings 
out of Grant park. Think of what a won- 
eerful fight it was. Greatest victory in 
fae world. We haven't buildings in Grant 
park and we're not going to have them :n 
Lincoln park.”’ 

Advises te Buy a Site. 
_ Joseph E. Otis¥ 1441, North State street, 
said he is extremely opposed to the prop- | 
osition. 


“Lincoln park should be as free as/| him 


possible of buildings,’’ he said. * It is not 
latge and is not a good place for an ar- 
mory. If the state wants to give an 
armory it ought to be able to afford to buy 
aplece of land forit. I don’t see why they 

should settle down in one of our beautiful 
parks.” 

“Iam strongly opposed to the plan to 
place the armory in the park,” said 
George E. Marshall, 574 Hawthorne place.

TWO NEW U. S. BATTLESHIPS 
WILL CARRY 16 INCH GUNS. 


Vessels Provi ded For in Present 


Program Will Have the Largest 
Weapons in History Aboard. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—The two 
battleships provided for in the current 
naval bill may be armed with sixteen inch 
rifles, the heaviest naval guns ever de- 
signed. 

The new sixteen Inch navy gun has been 
subjected to tests at the Indian Head 
proving ground, and, while detalis of its 
construction and performance are clogely 
guarded, it is known that it has given 
proof of its efficiency which delighted 
navy ordnance experts. The gun was 
built at the American naval gun factory. 
Some idea of the probable size of the 
new American gun may be gathered from 


the fact that each of the eight fifteen inch 
guns of the British battleship Queen Eliz- 
abeth weighs ninety-six tons, while simi- 
lar rifles designed in the Krupp works for 
German battleships laid down this year 
each weigh more than eighty-two tons. 

With the increase in size the life of the 
gun is shortened by erosion, due to the 
heat generated by the explosion of the 
huge charge of powder necessary to hur! 
nearly a ton of metal fifteen miles, which 
is said to be the range of the American six- 
teen inch weapon. The rifling of the gun 
burns out under the blast. Drops of 
melted steel are visible in the bore after 
each shot, and it is said that the life of 
the Queen Elizabeth's fifteen inch weap- 
ons is less than 100 shots each.
